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193F—6.2(543D) Experience requirement for certified general real property appraiser.

6.2(1) The applicant for the certified general real property appraiser certificate shall accumulate
a total of 3000 hours of appraisal experience of which at least 50 percent (1500 hours) shall be in
nonresidential appraisal work. A minimum of 30 months is required to obtain the experience. Appraisal
experience claimed must have been performed in compliance with USPAP.

6.2(2) Acceptable appraisal experience includes, but is not limited to, the following:

Fee and staff appraisal;

Ad valorem tax appraisal;
Technical review appraisal;
Appraisal analysis;

Real estate consulting;
Highest and best use analysis;
. Feasibility analysis/study.
.2(3) The verification for experience credit claimed by an applicant should include:
Type of property;

Date of report;

Address of appraised property;

d.  Description of work performed and scope of review and supervision of the supervising
appraiser;

e.  Number of work hours.

6.2(4) The listings set out in 193F—subrules 5.2(2) and 6.2(2) are intended neither to exclude other
sorts of appraisal experience nor to prescribe a specified minimum array of experience, but an applicant
who cannot demonstrate a background of experience of the diversity manifested by this listing shall bear
the burden of showing that the applicant’s experience is of sufficient quality and diversity to fulfill the
objective of the demonstration of experience.

6.2(5) The board may deny an application based on disciplinary action taken against an associate
appraiser.
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
